Afiwttfew hours' rest, lioworer, he rallied 
and felt that whatever might have been his 
immediate danger it htd piissed. There 
were few who saw him while 
attack wai upon him, and nothing 
said abou I it itt the timo, but in 
speaking to a friend about iii afterwards 
ho said that his greatest fear was par- 
alysis. He aeemiid to feel that his in- 
creasing infirmities were liringing him 
steadily nearer to the time when paralysis 
would bo his greiteat danger. It now 
transpires thit his ap'prehensions were 
well founded for in fifteen days after the 
incident to which reference has been 
made he was prostrated by the enemy he so 
much dreaded. 

Dr. Wright and Sir James Grant, to-day, 
said : "He is slowly yielding. He is mak- 
ing a great fight. We do not anticipate 
any very immediate termination, though an 
unexpected change might occur at any 
time." Tho P.ov. Ih. J. jSogert called obout 
that time, but was unable to go into the 
room, tho jufferer's condition being slated 
to be very, very low. He, however, read 
prayers in the prescnco ot the family. 

Sir John's reluctance to take nourishment 
still continues. To please the dootor he 
attempted to take SDine but experieucsd 
grout difficulty in swallowing. 

When Sir John was roused up to take 
nourishment late thin evening he opened his 
eyes, looked about him with more than 
usual brightness, and gave vent to a long 
yawn, followed by an apparent sigh of 
relief. The fact was noted with satisfaction 
by the non-medicil attcndonts hs indiciting 
an improvement. Sir John then partook of 
more nourishment, and with greater ease 
tboj^ he had done siacer Friday niijht.

Aa soon as 
the Itata takes on coal and prepares for her 
return trip. Admiral McCaun will send her' 
buck to San Diego, probil ly under con- 
voy of his criusers. Sho will bo 
delivered to- the U. S. court oi'ucC-l-s 
at San Diego, and proceedings tigainat 
her for violation of the neutrality 
laws will be resumed at the point wliero 
they were interrupted by the unlawful de- 
parture of the steamer, and the responsible 
particfj will likely be gall«(l upon to answer 
a charge of contempt of couri for running 
iwiiy while under an injunction.

Railway Connection.

■ After a storm coineg a calm. The last 
meeting of the U. C. Board of Trade at 
which the question of railway connection 
waa the topic of debate, wua one of the most 
■Mimated in the history . of ^tho Board ; yes- 
terday's meeting on the same subject was 
just the reverse. 

Vice-President T. B. Hall, who filled the 
chair, in the absence of Mr. Ward, called 
the Board to order at 3 o'clock, there then 
being preient the following members : U.

Having briefly explained the busiuess of 
the day, which waa to receive the report of 
the railway committee appointed in April, 
the cliairman requested that the report be 
read. It was as follows : —

Clstklakd; 6., Jane 3.— The whole of 

Northern Ohio has h«en deluged during the 
last fort.y-eiglit hours. In this city one 
inch of rain fell, yeaterd.iy, and lliia fore- 
noon, between 11 and 12 o'clock, .01 of un 
incli of ruin fell insiile of eeiren minutes, the 
streets being turned into rivers, the' water 
running over tho aidewalks ' and on "the 
lawns in aonio places. Tho Superior street 
cubic line was blocked by A washout of 

rsand, which covered the truck to a dopth 
JHour feet for about tliirty yards. Tlio 
sewers -were flooded, and in Forest street 
water undermined a. big water pipe, caus- 
ing it to break, wliich added greatly to the 
flood. 

At Lima there was a tornado last night, 
doing great ilaaiago to builuinga uiul ihe 
oropa. A young man iiameil A. M. 15en- 
uelt, near Cavttt, was crushed by u falling 
tree. 

At Sidcni, O., lightning struck and shat- 
tered the steeple of tho Presbyterian 
church. The storm wii3 friglilfal, hail- 
stones breaking windows and door pnuels in 
houses and htorea. 

Fifteen w ndows in a passenger car on the 
Wheel iiit; & Lalcu Jv io road were lirokcu, 
the licudlight sm:i-<liL'il iLiul si hole knocked 
in tlie roiif of I lie cab. 

In 01ovela.nl lii'liiniug struck the. Wilmot 
hotel and jumped from there to the trolly 
wire of an electric struct, road, severely 
fhnking tho occupants of u pa-sing cur 
»iid damaging the luaohinery of the m >tor. 

Cincinnati, June 3. — ^I'ho Commercial 
Oazatte'a specials repwt a serious storm 
throughout' lDdiana> and Ohio this even- 
ing. At La L'orte, Ind., King & Field's 
^Titrphouse ' was unroofed and damaged 
?50,0o0i 

At New Philadelphia, O., a atorm of rain 
aud hail and wind greatly damaged crops. 
Lightning struck a school-house but no one 
was seriously hurt. 

At Seymour, Ind., a tornado tore up 
trees, demolished an ice factory, and blow 
away the third st.jry of the iiigli school 
building, but, fortunately, no one was in 
jured. 

At Falmouth, Ky. , Jamea Austin's barn 
was wrecked and his IB-year-old daughter 
killed. 

At Salina, O., a church and several houses 
were wrecked. Minor damage is reported 
from several other points. 

Over 4,000 people went to the Latonia 
races, to-dny, and were soaked tlirough 
with a heavy rain. Just before the races 
begun, a liurricane struck the grand stand, 
in which there were 3,000 people, onc-lhird 
women. The sheds outside the race course 
were picked up and strewn clear acrosi the 
rondway of the track, 200 yards away. 
Blinding sheets of water, driven by a 
forty-mile an hour hurrionno, drench- 
ed everybody. The wind topplad 
I tho upper seals over and rolled them 
toward the front. Then, anioug the 
I screams of the women, a wild rush was 
Lmado for the broad central stairway that 
^|eads to thi plaza iu front of the. stand. A 
brave man rushed into the ctwey crowd 
and averted a calamity, The crowd went 
down safely to shelter under tiie ataod. 
Many women fainted. Half an bour -. later 
the wet crowd was sitting on the benches 
watching the races. No casualities arc re- 
ported. 

Watkrtown, y.D., June 3. — T^e report 
of three fatalities cuused by yesterday's 
cyclone has been conlirmed. Rumors of 
other deaths northeast of here have come 
in, hut were not credited. The property 
loss iu the city is slight, being confined to 
buildingi) and outhouses. 

CmcAoo, June 3. — This afternoon a 
franitt building on the West side, built on 
post.s, collapsed without warning. ISeueath 
it half a dozen men were carousing, and 
John Bahill, Willimn Schwartz, George 
Schwartz, and (lUS Schwartz were killed, 
and others puiufully injured. 

West SiiPEiuoii, VA'is. , June 3. — One of 
the worst gales of the season swi pt across 
Luke Superior to-day. At the entry to Su- 
perior hay the waves run thirty and forty 
feel high, breaking over the lighthouse at 
the mouth of the entrance. Three vessels 
are riding at anchor outsidu the harbor, not 
daring to venture into port to pass through 
the canal. But one life was lost olF the

PROHIBITION. 

' Tho question of prohibition has become 
one of Rrcat importance in this Dominion. 
If it is not yet u burning question, it must 
bo admitted that it ia in a fair way of be- 
coming one. Parliament hua this year been 
inundated with petitions praying for the 
enactment of a prohibitory la^, and a very 
large and influential deputation waited upon 
the Minister of Finance and the Minister of 
Customs a few days ago to press the sub- 
ject on tlic attention of tho Govcninient. 
The day has gone by when men can pooh- 
Dooh the proposal to enact a law to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing drinks in the Dominion. Whether the 
propo8.il is wise or unwise, practic- 
able or impracticable, it must be 
met seriously and respectfully by the Legis- 
lature and the electors. What a large pro- 
portion of tho people are agitating for and 
.-demandinff must considered carefully and 
"earnestly, and those who ' treat the pro- 
hibition question with contempt and burke 
its discussion with a joke are not alire to 
the requirements of the time. 

The prohibitionists say that the time bus 
arrived when Parliament should take up the 
question to legislate upon it. In this we 
think they are mistaken. Tho prohibition 
'qnestioa was not prominently before the 
people at' the last general election. It may 
have been discussed in some places by a few 
candidates, but in the preat majority of con- 
atituencics it was hardly thought of. The 
election, as we all know, was run upon 
another and a very different issue. All will 
have to allow that the Prohibition question 
is one of such iitiportance that tho people 
should be given un opportunity of pronounc- 
ing upon it separately in tlio usual way. A 
plebiscite is proposed, but plebiscites are 
unknown to the British constitution, and 
where they have been tried in other coun- 
tries the result has not been altogether 
satisfactory, and they have not, it is con- 
tended, expressed tho real desire of the 
majority of the people on tho subjects for 
which they were taken. 

W'c do not see that there need be any 
hurry to get tho popular verdict on i)robibi- 
tioD. It is a subject that requires careful 
consideration, and the education of the elec- 
torate with regard to it is, as for as our 
observation extends, very far from being 
finished. If it cannot stand agitation and 
discussion, it certainly ought not to be 
adopted. 

The question of prohibition has, we are 
convinced, in . different parts of the 
Dominion suffered from the undue haste 
and misdirected zeal of its advocates as 

well as from indifTercnco and want of 
earncDtness on the pjirt of the electors. 
The fate of the Scott Act in many counties 
of Eaatcrn Canada should convince those 
who favor prohibition of the unwisdom 
of. snatching a verdict from communities 
which are not prepared to accept it in 
'good faith. Apparfifc success bus been 
worse for them iu very many places than 
even dibiiatroua defeat would have been. 
Tho agitation appeared to bo aucccssful 
and tho election ended in victory. But 
the operation of the law was a grievous 
disappointment to the true friends of 
temperance. The reason of thia, in our 
opinion, was that tho friends of tciripor- 
anco were too ready to take consent for 
conviction, 'riu'y were for tlie ujoat part 
earnest and ainctre, and they too readily 
' took for granted that those who voted 
for the Act were also earnest aud sincere- 
The result showed that they wore not. 
Very many who appeared favorable to tho 
introduction of the act, and voted f r it, 
when it came into operation, were the first to 
violate it themselves and to countenance its 
violation by others. Then there were large 
numbers who took no purt in the agitation, 
one way or the other, who considered it no 
harm to ignore the law, and to throw obsta- 
cles itt the way o£ .those who desired to en- 
force' it. The Scott Act In communities 



that were unprepared for it — that were 
not educated up to it — was a dead letter, if 
it WIS not indeed something worse. Hud 
its advocates not been bo eager, had they 
taken more time to create a public opinion 
in its favor, they would perhaps have bud 
fewer apparent triumphs, but th^y would 
not have had to deplore so many failures, 

We think that those who are Retting up 
the petitions in favor of prohibitiou are 
making tho same mistake us did the advo- 
cates of the Scott Act. They are of opinion 
that every one who signs the petitions 
really desires prohibition, and will help to 
enforce a prohibition law, when one is 
enacted. This is a very great mistake. 
Many sign the petitions who are too good 
natured aud too desirous to gain the good 
opinion of those who present it to them, to 
refuse. A large proportion of them have no 
convictions on the subject, they have never 
given it a serious thought, and others sign 
it for form's sake, because they believe that 
the agitation will conic to uotliing. 
We must repeat that, on this (pieatiou 
of prohibition, there is a. sad want of sinceiily 
and earnestneis among those who do not 
believe in the principle. They signprohibi- 
t on pt titions out of mere complaivuncc, or 
because they are afraid to say what they 
really believe. It ia a great mistake to re- 
gard tbcao as favoring prohibition. The 
friends of prohibition may depend upon it 
that, when the time to uphold a prohibitory 
law comes, nine qut oi ten of them will be 
found wanting. ~ 

The experience which Canadian prohibi'' 
ionists have gained from the operation of 
the Scott Act should convince them that, in 
the matter of tho enactment of a prohibitory 
law, " the mure baste the le^8 speed," ia 
cmphatiouUy true.31If they apply undue 
pressure to the Government, and to their ro- 
presentativeB,'they may, perhaps, appear to 
gain ground and to be near tho acconipliah- 
nient of their purpose, but they will find in 
the end that their advance was illusory, 
and that they had not furthered the cuuac 
of temperance in the least. 

Then there are very formidable 
financial and political difficulties which the 
in-oliibitionists will have to~mcef when this 
question comes fairly before the people, 
which have not yet been even gener.il y d t- 
cussed. How, for instance, do they ju'c 
pofo to replace the seven mil. ions or so 
which will be lost to the revenue if no in- 
to.xicating drink ia made in Canufda, or 
allowed to enter its territory ! It will not 
do to an.swer this iu a general way. It is a 
practical (|uebtioii, and the plan proposed to 
replace what prohibition will take out of 
the treasury must be pl.iced before the 
people in a definite form and be discussed 
from the platform and in the press. This 
will take time. The prohibitionists must 
not clofe tluir eyes to the fact that tliay 
have hard work before theui. They cannot 
expect to take the people by surprise. The 
change they .igitate for is too important, 
from every pi)int of view, to be made sud- 
denly and without due prepartition. There 
arc very few thoughtful men in this 
Dominion who will say that the time has 
arrived for the Parliament of the Dominion 
to take the question of prohibition into 
consideration. The people from whom 
Parliuinent derives its authority must first 
be consulted.

Baccarat, the game played at Mrs. Wil- 
son's by the Prince of Wales and his fellow- 
guests is simply a gambling game. It' is a 
t'rencli game and has become fashionable, 
taking the place of Lansquinet and Vingt- 
et-un. It requires no skill to pltty it. Whut 
makes it exciting is the betting. Whether 
the player wins or loses deprnds upon the 
number of pips on the cards dealt out to 
him. From the description of the game 
contained in the Anicrioun Hoylo ihere is 
very little fun in Baccarat, and it recjuircs 
no exercise of brain to pluy it. If the 
dealer givca you the right cards you win, 
and, if he docs not, you lose. Nothing that 
the player can do, except perhaps turn his 
chair, can have any eiTect on bis chance of 
winning. We should say that the game is 
decidedly Stupid, and is not mote worthy 
the attention of nun imd women of ilitelli- 
gence than shaking dice or tossing coppers. 
It will not increase tho British people's 
respect for the aristocracy to find that they 
have no more elevating way of passing their 
time than by playing this gamblers' game of 
Baccarat. Tht-ro is in fact no play in it ; it 
is simply a device to get hold of each other's 
money. ' ' 

THE NIOARAOUA CANAL. 

There ia every prospect thai the Nicara- 
gua Cunul will be C()iiii)!eled in a few years. 
Men ol enerj-y and cnterpriHo have under- 
taken the work, and it is talked about by 
many os if it were aire idy un accomplished 
fact. The sum required to construct the 
canal does not appear too great to bo ruiaed 
for an undertaking that cannot full to yield 
a very large revenue. The cunal is to bo 
109. tr) miles long. But there will be only 
Bomc twenty-six miles of excavation. The 
greater part of it ia 1 10 feet above the level 
of tho sea. There arc to be consequently 
three locks at each end. These locks are 
to bo very large, 1,000 feet by 85, and 30 
feet deep. It is expected that two or llnco 
ships can pass through at one lockage. It 
is calculated that it will tuUe a vesail 
twenty-eight hours to pass through the 
canal from ^nd to end. The distance saved 
between Now York arid San Francisco will 
bo 0,8D4 miles. It ia diincult to 
imagine tho revolution which this canal will 
make in the commerce of the Pacific 
Coast. San Pranciseo will be, by steamer, 
v«ithin twenty-fivo days of Liverpool, and 
the dangers as- well as the delay of the. route 
round the Horn will bo avoided. The 
change cannot but aOect tho trudoof British 
Columbia. It is hard to iniagino what con- 
sequences will result from bringing Great 
BHtain* iti«iiL-,, thousand, miles nearer this 



Province than it now is. The sum required 
to construct this great work is not so large 
as might be imagined. Tho engineers say 
that it can be completed for .$100,000,000. 
Five millions have already been expended 
upou it, and the work done is within tho 
estimate. 

Tho country through which the canal 
pasaei is said to have a splendid climate 
and to be very healthy. Tho mortality 
among the workmen ia comparatively 
small. The navigation along by far the 
greater port of 'the route is by lake and 
Jiver, and will,- ;io doubt,: be>very ;. pleasant.^ 

The projectors have had many diffictalties 
to contend with, but they have surmounted 
the greater number of them. They have 
made a good beginning, and they believe 
that it will be comparatively easy for them 
to raise all the money they still need. 

AN INOJDENT.' 

A very pleasant incident took place at a 
meeting of tho Koyal Society of Canada, 
rt'hieb holds its sessions thia year in Mon- 
treal. The Governor-General was present, 
and Mr. Benjamin Suite read, what appears 
to have been, a paper on Canadian history. 
In th e course of his remarks he brought to 
light the following .iaot, which we 
give as related in the Toronto Empire's re- 
port : 

" It appears that when tho 40 or more 
French Canadians who had taken uparinsin 
18.37 and 1838, and had eaeupcd the gallows 
to be transported to Australia, were about 
to return to Canada, a moat interesting 
scene was enacted on the London dock. 
These poor people had reached ICuclund in 
a most destitute condition, and it was at 
this time that a gentleman unknown to them 
approached and asked how many 
there were in the party and how much it 
would take to carry them to the banks of 
the St. Lawrence. The information being 
given, the good gentleman in question wrote 
out a cheque lor the entire amount and 
placed it at tho disposition of the poor 
atrancera in a strange land. ' Now, who 
was this gentleman ? ' asked Mr. Suite, amid 
breathless silence, and even the Governor 
never dreamed of the great surprise that 
was in store for Hia Excellency and the 
other interested liatenera. ' This gentle- 
man, who conferred such a favor upon our 
poor patriots in the hour of sore distress, 
was no other than the 4iBtiogu!shed father 
of our present Governor-Gener.il, Lord 
Stanley of Preston. 

' His Excellency was most deeply touched 
by tho rcoitnl, as he had never before heard 
of the incident, and in fact it only recently 
came to the knowledge of the learned es- 
sayist."

The one hundred dollars, that was voted 
by the City Council, in February lust, to- 
wards the relief of the survivors of tho 
notable " Six Hundred," will not be sent to 

the veterans. 

.Such wai the verdict of tho council, Wed- 
nesday night. 

The amount was upprojiriated, at tho 
solicitation of e.x-Alderin in \V. A. Robcrt- 
Sfin, who addressed the council upon tho 
poverty and aulTcriiig of the few remaining 
nicmbirs of the world-faninuH battery that 
made the famous charge at lialaklava. The 
city ircusurer was untborized and instructed 
to forward at once 5100 to the fund then 
being raised, for the assistance of the sur- 
viving heroes. Treasurer Kent corresponded 
with numerous perious in England, and 
finally received information from his brother 
in I^oiulon, which showed that tho contribu- 
tion from Victoria was unnecessary. 

It seems that a popular subscription had 
been raised in .Euglund, and the sum of 
i:G,:i28 16s. 3d. had been raised. The 
amount of popular contributions ranged 
from one shilling to 000 pounds. Out of 
the amount raised the sum of £2,530 and 2 
shillings was paid to survivors of the 
ftimous charge, which loft, after the deduc- 
tion of expenses, a balance of dE3,741 3s. 
and .1(1., which is now deposited in bank, 
subject to the relief of tho veterans. In 
view of these facts, and upon the recommen- 
dation of Treasurer Kent, it was considered 
unnccesflary to forward to the fund the §100 
appropriated by the council. The total 
number of survivors of tho historic cliarijc 
i.s about twenty.

It is further aaid that it will be of compara- 
tively little use, to p'iss and carry out the 
new Act unless Russia falls in with the ar- 
rangement, which, it is conoladed, has never 
interfered with seiilers in her waters. It is 
said that when the schooner Arauna wns 
seized by the Alexinder IL that vessel was 
not a G.ivernment oruiser, but was only 
employed by the AUska CommerciNl Com- 
pany to promote its own iudividu il inter- 
ests.

Whips Three Government Ships. 
Siulciugr of a Non-Combatant. ' 



The Bertha Gets Mixed Up With a 
Live Torpedo— Rescue of 
a Flag. 



New Youk, June 3.— A special from Val- 
paraiso, dated April 30, says that Coronel, 
a fow hundred miles north of that port, was 
the scene, on April 24, of another battle, 
which resulted in the sinking of one mer- 
chant bark and the defeat of the govern- 
ment flotilla by the insurgent ocutaer Mug- 
•llenes. 

On the morning of the 24th three gorern- 
raent men-cf-jvar were discovered by the 
look-out of the Miigullenca coming into tlie 
bay from the northeast. The flotilla divid- 
ed, coming towards the HaguUones at half 
spopd, the Coudell on the starboard side, 
the Sergeant Aldea on the port, and the 
Lynch nearly bow on. They formed a tri- 
angle, with the opening of the angle toward 
the Magalleuea. 

TAKKN AT A DISADVAN'TAai. 

When the Covernment cunboats attacked 
the Mogallenes, she could only work her 
forward butteries and light Hotofakiss guns; 
b«r heavy stern guns could not bo brought 
to play. She was in a very disadvantageous 
position; as the Sergeant Aldea swept lier 
port side, while the Condell did the same 
tor the starboard. Exposed as she was to 
the raking fire of the Sergeant Aldea and 
Condell, the Magallencs mude every shot 
tell. One of her shells carried a way the 
smokestack of the Lynch, and killed over 
twenty men. The Sergeant Aldea was 
nearly blown to pieces. Both her masts 
were gone, her amoUeslack was on 
a level with the deck, and the pilot-houaa 
and officers' cabin smashed. The Lynch 
fired a torpedo at the Magallenes. 

THE WRONG SHIP HIT. 
_ It came straight for the bow, but by a 
aingalar coincidence a huge cannon ball 
dropped into the water, causing a swell, 
whioli. changed the direction of the torpedo. 
The diverted torpedo oameoip to the bark 
: Bertha ; all hands of the latter vessel were 
on deck watching the battle, when sudden- 
ly an explosion took place right under 
them. The vessel began to sink, and, in a 
few minutoa, diaiippeured from view, only 
her musts showing. The crew maniiged to 
escape in Ijoats, and liy swiniuiinc Only 
two persona were killed. 

The Condell Uepr up an inces.sant fire on 
the Mugallenes, and, in order to bring all 
her broadsides to bear on the Condell, the 
rebel cruiser turned about. The Lynch 
then begun a fusilade from her guns, 
blowing a yardarm olV the cruiser into the 
sea. At the end of the yardarm was a flag. 
In a moment one of the gunners sprang over- 
board and seizeil tlu; yanliirm. C'atnhing 
hold of ropes, which were thrown him from 
tlie ship, he was soon standing on deck, 
holding on to the dripping ll.ig. This action 
caused the revolutionirtts to 6ght with more 
vim, and it was soon evident the pace was 
too liot for the government vessels. The 
Condell gave ihe signal, and at full speed 
the flotilla put to sea. They continued us- 
ing their guns, though with little effect. 
The Magallenes gave chase as best she 
oould, but, seeing it was useless, returned to 
Coronel.
